It has been discovered that there 
are more than one 
hundred

After an interesting cotton 
seed 
ty Farm Bureau8T8THMH FROOOO 
meeting held by the Comanche Coun­ 
ty Farm Bureau Cotton Association 
last Monday the 
following 
state­ 
ment was made: 


Lone Star Selected. 
‘‘Lone Star vas the cotton elected 
at a meeting of the Farm Bureau 
members of Comanche gin trade ter­ 
ritory. After a discussion of the mer­ 
its and demerits of the various va­ 
rieties of cotton, in a 
popular 
vote 
Lone Star wen out. 
• « 
“A 
spirit 
of 
cooperation 
was 
shown in the meeting by the willing­ 
ness of the 40 or inure farmers from 
in and around Comanche to all go 
together and plant one kind of cotton. 
“It was the hopes of all present 
that in Comanche gin trade territory 
there would be from three 
to 
five 
thousand acres of this variety planted 
next year. 
Arrangements 
will 
be 
made with on« of the local gins to 
either gin all of this cotton or one 
side of the gin will be used entirely 
for the ginning of the Lone Star. 
In a 11 year cotton test at the A. 
& M. Experiment Station Lone Star 
made the highest record. 
It is 
a 
deep rooted cotton long staple from 
1 to 1-8 inch, large bolls storm re­ 
sisting average consistance pnwlucer. 
“Comanche county 
farmers 
have 
unusual opportunity to get started 
on one variety of cotton which has 
t»een made possible 
by 
the 
Texas 
Farm 
Bureau 
purchasing 
72,000 
bushels of certified cotton seed which 
is to be sold to 
Texas 
fanners at 
cost. These seed are the best to be 
obtained in TAexas and will be at a 
saving of about $1.00 per bushel. Co­ 
manche county farmers have the op­ 
portunity to get these seed at a price 
that will enable them to plant their 
whole crop to good seed.

one of the best paying investm ents 
that can 
made on the farm

Sight of Each Other in 68 Years

Mrs. M. H. Gaddy of Cedar Hill, 
N orth Carolina, is here for a visit 
to her son, Jim Gaddy, and fam ily 
and her niece, Mrs. J. H. Lewis. Mrs. 
Gaddy’s brother, J.M .Tyson of Breck­ 
inridge, is also visiting in the home 
of his daughter, Mrs. Lewis, in order 
to be with his sister during her visit 
cordially, here. 
This was the first m eeting of Mr. 
Tyson and Mrs. Gaddy in sixty-eight 
years. They had not seen each other 
since, a s a young man of twenty-one 
he left their home in N orth Carolina. 
This was in 1855, and Mrs. Gaddy 
was a t th at time a little girl of about 
eight years of age. Two years later 
he came to Texas and never returned 
to the old home. 
Mr. Tyson was one of the pioneers 
of this section, 
being 
among 
the 
earliest settlers. He was for many 
years a citizen of the Rising Star 
community. He suffered many hard­ 
ships in the early years here. During 
the Civil War, his property was rav­ 


ished by outlaws, who stole his chat­ 
tels and burned his dwelling, leaving 
him destitute of all hut the clothing 
he wore. But with the courageous 
spirit of the hardy pioneer, he began 
anew, 
and during 
the 
succeeding 
years accum ulated a substantial fo r­ 
tune. 
But the 
priviations 
endured 
from 
the ruins of the earlier years, 
and the struggle to regain a foothold 
were the prim ary reasons for 
his 
never having revisted his boyhood 
home. 
Mr. Tyson 
Is 
now 
ninety-three 
years old» and Mrs. Gaddy is seven­ 
ty-eight, but he /em em bers her only 
as a little girl " h o sat on his lap 
at the fireside in the old home, and 
she recalls him as the big brother 
who went away in the long ago. 
This visit together will doubtless 
prove a source of deep satisfaction 
to them both in their declining years, 
renewing, as it does, the family tie 
th at has held through a seperation of 
more than three score years.
